Applicants submit this paper in response to an Office Action (Paper No. 6), dated September 2 1 , 
2001, in the above-identified application in which the Examiner divided pending Claims 38-52 into six 
groups. Applicants were instructed to elect a group for prosecution.

REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner divided the claims for prosecution into the following six 
restriction groups: 

Group I: Claim 38, as drawn to a humanized rabbit cholesteryl ester transfer protein (CETP) 
comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 5. 

Group II: Claim 39, as drawn to a humanized rabbit cholesteryl ester transfer protein (CETP) 
comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:6. 

Group III: Claims 40-48, 51, and 52, as drawn to a method of modulating the level of endogenous 
active CETP in a mammal comprising administering to the mammal a whole, non-endogenous CETP 
from xenogeneic CETP. 
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
